A large number of 
persons are here from Decatur, Dixon. 
Bloomington, Rock Island, Alton and 
Pcoria. The feeling of rivalry runs pret- 
ty high, and to a casual observer it would 
seem tbat the actual fight is on the out- 
Bide. That which Eeenis to most worry 
the visiting delegates in the impossibility 
ot doing any lofe'-rolling, or to form any 
sort of combination. It need not be a 
cause of surprise that the commission 
are so long in deciding the qnestion.when 
one considers the fact that each of the 
Commissioners represents an interested 
constituency which stands behind him 
and bo Ids him repponsible, in no small 
degree for bis failure, in the end, to 
secure the Home at a certain point. 
It would seem that the question of local- 
ity is paramount to that of the home m 
the true sense, that it is intended more 
for tbe benefit ot some certain community 
'.ban it IB for the comfort of tbe soldier. 
These commissioners occupy a very em- 
barrassing position and their task is a 
delicate one. When the commission that 
located tbe asylum at Anna, 111., were set- 
tling the problem before them, they bal- 
loted Cor three weeks before a conclusion 
was reached. They were paid for tbeir 
labor Bt 810 per day. This soldiers home 
comrniBBion get no pay for tbeir services, 
aud they will be the recipients of a storm 
of mingled thanks and opprobrium when 
tb«ir task is ended, wherever they may 
locate tho home. Some of tbe eager vol- 
unteer delegates from around the fri-ige 
of the state, beyond the reach of the cen- 
ter of population, declare that the Illi- 
nois Central railroad is making a fight to 
bave it located at some point along the 
line of their road, and these accusers 
coiot to tbe strong delegations from Dix- 
ou, Bloomington and Deoatur in proof of 
tbeir assertion."
